ONE CAR FOR EVERY 
THIRTEEN CITIZENS 


Texas, at the beginning of 1923, 
had one motor vehicle for each 9.4 
inhabitants, according to a survey 
by the Liberty Central Trust Co., St. 
Louis, showing automobile distribu­ 
tion in the State, by counties. 
The 
figures are based on official regis­ 
tration totals, and allow conserva­ 
tively for population changes since 
the 1920 census. 
In the greater part of Texas, in­ 
cluding the Panhandle, the west, and 
many of the central, northern, south- 
central and southwestern counties, 
the population per car is less than IO. 
In some localities it is below 5. 
In 
the east central and southern coun­ 
ties, as well as in scattered counties 
elsewhere, the number of inhabitants 
per automobile varies for the most 
part between IO and 20. 
There is 
a fairly well defined district, com­ 
prising a number of counties in the 
east and northeast, where the ratio 
exceeds 20, although usually under 
IO. 
Most of the counties in the lat­ 
ter section have relatively large ne­ 
gro populations. 
More Auto* In West. 
Roughly speaking 
the 
“density” 
of automobiles 
in 
Texas becomes 
greater as one travels from east to 
w eft or, more properly, from east 
to northwest. 
In giving figures for 
individual counties, it is pointed out 
that in some instances, particularly 
those involving oil districts and oth­ 
er localities where special influences 
have caused sudden changes in pop­ 
ulation, estimates of “density” can 
not be accurate, 
in the majority of 
cases, the data are probably correct 
enough to present a fairly true pic­ 
ture. 
The estimated population per 
car in Brazos county is given as 13.5. 


4,000 PEOPLE MADE HOMELESS BY 
DISASTROUS FLOOD IN OKLAHOMA 


Tulsa In Grip of Most Disastrous Flood In History 
of City— Water Works Plant Forced to Close 
Down— Negro Killed When He Dived from a 
Bridge and Struck His Head. 


(By Associated Press) 
TULSA, Okla., June f3.— Flood waters of the Arkansas 
river fastened their hold on Tulsa and vicinity today. 
The 
most disastrous flood in the history of the city. 
The water 
works plant was forced to close down, leaving Tulsa virtually 
unprotected against fire. 
Desperate efforts were made to 
keep the plant of the Oklahoma Power company from being 
flooded. 
The Texas Company’s refinery was shut down be­ 
cause of the water. 
Between 3,000 and 4,000 persons are 
homeless, mostly in West Tulsa and Sand Springs. 
Only one 
death has been reported. 
A negro was killed when he dived 
from a bridge and his head struck a sharp object. 
The river 
is 19 8-10 feet above normal this morning and it is expected to 
continue rising for the next 36 hours. 
The damage to property 
is estimated at $500,000.

RECIPE TO KILL THE 
HOPPERS IN HELDS 


J. M. Kincannon of the Harvey 
commun ty called 
on

agent today and reported that the 
grasshoppers were 
eating 
up his 
cotton.

ing suggestions

out by the Extension Service: 
In the present emergency, this in 
formation is

to 
assist the 
farm ers in controlling grasshoppers 
Poison bran mash is the most prac­ 
tical remedy for these pests. 
The 
formula is as follows: 
W heat bran _________________ 25 lbs 
White arsenic o r Paris g re e n -_ l lb 
Lemon*, or o ra n g e s---------------- 6 lbs 
Low grade syrup or molasses 
2 qts 
W ater ---------------------------------2 gals. 
Mix the bran 
and poison thor 
oughly while dry. 
Dilute the mo. 
lasses with the am ount of w ater a? 
named, squeeze 
the 
lemon, or or­ 
ange juice into th's diluted molas­ 
ses ,then gr.nd rind of lemons, or 
oranges, with 
m eat 
chopper and 
add this also to 
the 
liquid. 
Then 
mix the liquid thoroughly with the 
poison bran 
m ixture. 
A fter an 
even m ixture has then been obtain­ 
ed, add more w ater and rn x unti 
a mash is 
obtained 
so th a t when 
squeezed in the hand it readily falls 
apart. 
Spread Out Moist 
Grass hoppers feed in the m orn­ 
ing, and as the bait loses its attrac­ 
tiveness when dry, it should be ap­ 
plied so as to be as moist as peas.. 
bk* at this time. 
lf to be spread 
along the fence row to k ll the hop­ 
pers as they come into the field, it 
may be applied late in the evening. 
Where the hoppers are at work in 
field, however, the application wil 
have to be 
m ade 
over this field 
and as it may dry out during the 
night, because 
the 
ground Is hot 
and dry in the evening, it may be 
well to wait till m orning about sun­ 
up to apply. 
W here applied along 
fence rows to stop migration, it may 
be well to sow thickly. 
When ne­ 
cessary to apply to a field, sow in

HOU SE JOINT RESOLUTION 
NUMBER 18 
Proposing an am endm ent to A rticle 
8, o f th e C on stitution o f the State 
o f T exas, which relates to taxa­ 
t io n and revenu es, 
by 
adding 
thereto a new section to be known 
as Section 9a, directin g the L eg­ 
islature to provide for the con ­ 
struction, operation and m ainten­ 
ance, under S tate control, of a 
State system of public highw ays; 
providing for an election for the 
ratification or rejection of am end­ 
m ent herein proposed, and m ak­ 
ing an appropriation to defray the 
exp enses of said election . 
Be it resolved by the Legislature 
of the S tate of Texas: 
Section I. That there be subm itted 
to the people of T exas, for ratifica­ 
tion or rejection at a special election 
provided for herein an am endm ent to 
A rticle 8, o f the C on stitution of the 
S tate of T exas, am ending said A r­ 
ticle 8, of the C onstitution of the 
S tate o f T exas by adding thereto a 
new- section to be know n as section 
9a, which shall read as follow s: 
S ection 9a. The L egislatu re is au ­ 
thorized and directed to provide for 
the creation , establishm ent, construc­ 
tion, m aintenance and repair of a 
system 
of 
im proved 
highw ays 
throughout the State to be under 
the control of the S ta te; and in or­ 
der th at the State m ay provide the 
m eans, revenues and instrum ental! 
ties the estab lish m en t and m ainten­ 
ance o f such system of highw ays, the 
L egislatu re 
is em pow ered 
to levy 
and caus# to be collected sp ecific e x ­ 
cise and ad valorem taxes in addition 
of those perm itted 
for other pur­ 
poses in th e C on stitution, but such 
an ad valorem tax shall be im posed 
only for the purpose of retirin g the 
bonds authorized by vote o f the peo­ 
ple o f this S tate as provided fo r here­ 
in a fter in th is Section. 
W hen said system shall have been 
d esignated and taken over for the 
State as provided in Section A here­ 
of, the L egislature is authorized to 
m ake provision 
for 
the 
equitable 
com pensation to such cou nties for 
the value o f such im provem ents as 
have been 
th ereto fo re 
constructed 
by the C ounties in the State. 
Provided, also that save fo r the 
State highw ay system , in all other 
respects, C ounties shall 
have 
the 
right to build, construct and m ain 
tain roads, turnpikes, 
and 
bridges 
w ithin 
their respective 
boundaries, 
and the C on stitutional provisions re 
lu ting th ereto are not q u alified or re 
pealed by reason hereof. 
The L egislatu re, at any R egular 
or Special Session, is authorized and 
directed to pass and en act all appro 
priate legislation necessary to carry­ 
out and effe c tu a te the purpose and 
in ten t o f these A rticles. 
Sec. 2. The G overnor o f the State 
is hereby directed to cause to be is­ 
sued his necessary proclam ation for 
an election to be held on the fourth 
Saturday in July, 1923, at which elec 
tion this am endm ent shall be su b­ 
m itted to the qu alified electors of 
this State for adoption or rejection 
and shall m ake the publication re­ 
quired by the C on stitution and Laws 
of the S tate. 
Said election shall be 
held under and in accordance with 
the G eneral E lection Law s of the 
S tate, and the ballots for said elec 
tion shall have printed 
or 
w ritten 
thereon in plain letters the follow 
ing w ords: 
“ O fficial B allot” : “ For the am end 
m ent to A rticle 8, of th e C onstitu 
tion of the State o f T exas, provid­ 
in g for a State system of high w ays.” 
“A gain st the am endm ent to A rticle 
8, of the C onstitution o f the State 
of T exas, providing for a State sy s­ 
tem of high w ays.” 
Those voters 
who 
favor 
such 
am endm ent shall erase by m arking a 
line through the w ords “ A gain st the 
A m endm ent to A rticle 8, of the C on­ 
stitu tion o f the S tate o f T exas, pro­ 
viding for a State system of high­ 
w ays.” 
Those 
who 
oppose such 
am endm ent shall erase by m arking 
a line through them , the words “For 
the am endm ent to A rticle 8 of the 
C onstitution o f the S tate of te x a s, 
providing for a S tate system of high­ 
w ays.” 
And the result o f the ele c­ 
tion shall be published and declared 
according to the m ajority of 
the 
votes cast in such election. 
Sec. 3. The sum of F ive Thousand 
D ollars or so much th ereo f as m ay 
be necessary, is hereby appropriated 
ou t o f any fun ds in the treasury not 
otherw ise appropriated fo r the pur­ 
pose 
o f 
paying the necessary ex ­ 
penses of the proclam ation and pub­ 
lication o f this am endm ent and the 
election to be held hereunder.
